The two offices of Memory are Colleétion and 
Diftribution ; by one images are accumulated, 
and by the other produced for ufe. Collection 
is always tle employment of our firft years, and 
Diftribution commonly that of our advanced 
age. 

To colle& and repofite the various forms of 
things, is far the moft pleafing part of men- 
tal occupation.. We are naturally delighted 
with novelty, and there is atime when all that 
we fee is new.. When firft we enter into the 
world, whitherfoever we turn our eyes, they 
meet Knowledge with Pleafure at her fide ; eve- 
ry diverfity of Nature pours ideas in upon the 
joul; neither fearch nor labour are nevceffary ; 
we have nothing more todo than to open our 
eyes, and curiofity is gratified. 

Much of the pleafure which the firft furvey 
of the world affords, is exhaufted before we are 
confcious of our own felicity, or able to com- 
pare our condition with fome other poflible ftate. 
We have therefore few traces of the joy of cur 
earlieft difcoveries ; yet we all remember a time 
when Nature had fo many untafted gratifi- 
cations, that every excurfion gave delight which 
can now be found no longer, when the noiie ot 
atorrent, the ruftle of a wood, the fong of birds, 
or the play of: lambs, had power to nil the at- 
tention, and fufpend all perception of the courfe 
of time. 

But thefe eafy pleafures are foon.atan end; 
we have feen in a very little time jo much, that 
we call.out for new objects of obfervation, and 
endeavour to find variety in Books and Lite. 
But Study is laborious, and not always fatistac- 
tory ; and Converfation has its pains as well as 
pleafures ; we are willing to learn,. but.not wil-

ling to be taught ; we are pained by ignorance,) -SH RUBS of PARNASSUS. 


but pained yet more by another's knowledge. 

From the vexation of pupillage, men com- 
monly fet themfelves free about the middle of 
lite, by fautting up the avenues of intelligence, 
and refolving to reft in their prefent ftate. And 
they, whofe ardour. of enquiry continues longer, 
find themfelves infenfibly forfaken by their in- 
itructors. As every man advances in life, the 
proportion between thofe that are younger, and 
that are older than him(elf, is continually chang- 
ing ; and he that has lived half a century, finds 
few that do not require from him that informa- 
tion which he once expected from thofe that 
went before him. 

hen it is that the magazines of memory ave 
opened, and the ftores of accumulated know- 
ledge are difplayed by vanity or benevolence, or 
in honeit commerce of mutual intereft.. Every 
man wants others, and is therefore glad when 
he is wanted by them. And as few men will en- 
dure the labour of intenfé meditation without 
neceflity, he that has learned enough for his 
profit or his honour, feldom endeavours after 
further acquititions, 

The pleafure of recollecting fpeculative ne- 
tions is not much lefs than that of gaining them, 
if they:could be kept always pure and unmin- 
gled with the paflages of life ; but fuch is the ne- 
ceflary concatenation of our thoughts, that good 
and evil are linked together, and no pleafure 
recurs but aflociated with pain. Every revived 
idea reminds us of a time when fomething was 
enjoyed that is now loit, when fome hope was 
yet not blafted, when fome purpole had yet not 
languithed into fluggithne's or indifference. 

Whether it be that lite has more vexations 
than comforts, or, what is in the event juft the 
fame, that evil makes deeper impreffion than 
good, it is certain that few can review the time 
pait without heavinefs of heart. He remembers 
many calamities incurred by folly, many oppor- 
tunities loft by negligence. The thades of the 
dead rife up betore him, and he laments the 
companions of his youth, the partners of his 
amulements, the afhitants of his labours, whom 
the hand of death has fnatched away. 

When an offer was made to Themiftocles of 
teaching him the art cf memory, he anfwered, 
that he would rather with for the art of forget- 
tulnefs. He felt his imagination haunted by 
phantoms of mifery which he was unable to 
fupprefs, and would gladly have calmed his 
thoughts with fome obiivious antidote. In this 
we all refemble one another, the hero and the 
fage, are like vulgar mortals, overburthened 
by the weight of lite, all thrink from recollec- 
tion, and all with for an art of forgetfulnefs.

obtain fatisfaétion for all the lofies and depre- 
dations their fubjects have fultained during this 
war. 

The Governor of Stralfund has declared to 
the garrifon, that he had orders to detend the 
place to the lait extremity; but the troops un- 
der his command feemed to have very little fto- 
mach for fighting.

ep HERE being in fome of our ancient towns
